Every such political jurisdiction 
shall retain at all times a copy of the 
most recently filed E E M  at the central 
office of the political jurlsdictlm for a 
period of 3 years and shall make the 
same available if requested by an 
officer, agent, or employee of the 
Commission under the authority of 
section 710 of title VII, as ard;:ded.
